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CENTENARY  KICKOFF  IN  SYRACUSE 


On  I  lie  eveuiug  of  January  2  in 
I  he  Kast  Room  of  the  Hotel  Syracuse 
in  Syracuse.  N.Y.,  the  first  event 
in  the  centtnary  year  of  the  Collegi' 
look  place.  The  Christmas  Alumni 
n\petinir  of  the  Central  New  York 
(Miapter  took  the  form  of  a  dinner 
attended  hy  GO  former  students  who 
honored  His  K.xcellency  Most  Rev. 
David  K.  Cunningham,  auxillao' 
Bishop  of  Syracuse,  and  comniemo- 
rafed  the  100  anniversary  of  the 
year  of  the  founding  of  St.  Michael's 
College. 

In  his  talk  to  his  fellow-aluniui 
Bishop  Cunningham  pointed  out 
that  the  founding  of  the  college  in 
Canada  began  at  a  time  when  there 
was  a  clear  and  growing  assump- 
tion on  the  part  of  seculir  edu- 
cators that  American  education 
must  proc'eed  without  any  relation- 
ship with  Cod  or  the  notion  of  re- 
ligion. In  the  work  of  the  Basilian 
Fathers,  as  well  as.  in  the  increasing 
Muniher  of  Catholic  educational  in- 
stitutions at  that  same  period.  His 
Kxcellency  sees  the  hand  of  God 
providing  an  answer  to  the  challenge 
of  the  sKular  educators.  The 
Bishop  pointed  to  the  chaos  of 
thought  that  is  inevitable  when  hu- 
man beings  are  p<iucate<i  in  a  frame- 
work that  has  no  place  for  (iod  or 
the  immutable  moral  law.  Bishop 
Cunningham  appealed  to  llie  alumni, 
moreover,  to  accept  the  obligation 
of  the  lay  apostolate  which  their 
Catholic  education  imposed  upon 
them,  pointing  out  that  the  pri.st 
ordinarily  has  almost  no  means  of 
contact  with  the  average  non-Cath- 
olic and  therefore  depends  on  the 
7.eal  and  apostolicity  of  the  laymen 
to  lead  people  in  the  dirpclion  of  the 
Church. 

Father  Charles  Lavery.  C.S.B.. 
Registrar  of  the  college,  talked 
about  the  centenary,  pointing  out 
how  fitting  it  was  that  the  first 
even  of  the  year  should  lake  place 
in  New  York  State  since  the  fir.st 
Basilian  landed  in  New  York  and 
travelled  to  Toronto  .icross  the 
State  from  New  York  City  to  the 
top  of  I..ake  Champlain  and  in  his 
first  letter  back  to  France  extolled 
'the  beauties  of  the  waterways  and 
mountains  through  which  he  made 
bis  way.

THE  POXTIFICAI.  INSTITUTE  OP 
MEDIEV.\1,  STUDIES 

Many  of  the  alumni  have  plied  us 
with  questions  on  the  state  of  affairs 
with  the  "Institute",  and  we  are 
happy  to  declare  that  both  its  work 
and  its  reputation  are  flourishing. 
There  are  over  60  students  taking 
courses  and  thirty-three  of  them  are 
fulltime  students  working  towards 
Institute  degrees.  More  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  students  are  from  the 
United  States  and  over  fifty  percent 
of  these  are  ex-GI's. 

Professor  Etienne  Gilson  has  re- 
tired from  the  College  de  France 
and  resides  now  in  Toronto,  at  8 
Elmsley  Place,  with  his  son  and  two 
daughters.  Professor  Jacques  Mari- 
tain  returns  each  year  for  a  series  of 
special  lectures.  Annually  visitors 
come  from  all  parts  of  the  world  to 
visit  the  Institute  whose  reputation 
in  the  intellectual  world  is  eminent. 

In  Canada  there  are  forty  gradu- 
ates of  the  Institute  teaching  in 
twelve  universities  and  colleges  and 
in  four  major  seminaries.  In  the 
United  States  there  are  eighty  seven 
graduates  teaching  in  thirty-nine 
universities  and  colleges  and  seven 
major  seminaries. 

The  present  group  of  students  re- 
present all  the  regions  of  Canada 
from  Newfoundland  to  Vancouver, 
fifteen  of  the  United  States,  and 
several  from  various  parts  of  Europe. 

The  Librai-y  contains  more  than 
20,000  volumes  and  over  120,000 
microfilms  of  Medieval  manuscripts. 
It  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  libra- 
ries in  the  world  in  its  field. 

The  influence  of  the  work  that  has 
been  going  on  there  tor  the  past 
twenty  years  is  only  now  beginning 
to  be  felt  and  it  will  gather  in  in- 
tensity and  extent  as  the  graduates 
multiply.  From  its  humble  beginn- 
ings its  achievement  in  those  tew 
years  has  been  notable  and  marked. 
Like  all  research  foundations  it  suf- 
fers the  handicap  of  having  few 
sources  of  financial  gain  and  con- 
siderable operating  expenses.  Par- 
ticularly regrettable  to  the  directors 
of  the  Institute  is  the  paucity  of  bur- 
saries; each  year  gifted  students 
are  lost  bec-ause  of  the  inability  to 
offer  them  necessary  financial  as- 
sistance.
